Harrisburg, Nov. IO (AP)—Toss­ 
ing a mass of controversial legisla­ 
tion to the law m akers, Governor 
Pinchot today asked the general as­ 
sembly to regulate liquor through 
state stores, and listed the methods 
by which he wants the revenue 
spent. 
The governor devoted two of the 
thirteeen items of his call to this 
problem which the assembly will 
attack at the outset of the special 
session starting at noon Monday. 
He included also provision for laws 
which will make available the $50,- 
000,000 soldier bonus approved by 
the voters at Tuesday’s election. 
On the liquor control enigma, the 
governor asks 
the 
legislature 
to 
consider : 
“Regulation of and taxation on 
the ownership, m anufacture, sale, 
distribution, storage, transportation 
and use of alcohol and alcoholic 
beverages, including th e establish­ 
m ent of state stores for the sale, 
not for consumption on th e prem ­ 
ises.” 
The call restricts the legislature 
to using the profits from state liq­ 
uor stores for unem ploym ent relief, 
old age assistance and unemploy­ 
m ent insurance. 
How To Use Money 
It specifies th a t revenues from 
liquor taxes be used for any or all 
these purposes: 
Emergency aid to financially dis­ 
tressed school districts. 
Erection or improvem ent of state 
buildings, other public works or re­ 
paym ents of federal loans received 
for this purpose. 
Unemployment relief.

STATE LIQUOR 
STORES URGED 


BY GOVERNOR 


Chief Executive Cites Thir- 


teen Items In Call For 


Special Session. 


Harrisburg, Nov. 10 (AP)—Toss- 


ing a mass of controversial legisla- 
tion to the law makers. Governor 
Pinchot today asked the general as- 
sembly to regulate liquor through 
state stores, and listed the methods 
by which he wants the revenue 
spent. 


The governor devoted two of the 


thirteeen items of his call to this 
problem which the assembly will 
attack at the outset of the special 
session starting at noon Monday. 
He included also provision for laws 
which will make available the $50,- 
000,000 soldier bonus' approved by 
the voters at Tuesday's election. 


On the liquor control enigma, the 


governor asks the legislature to 
consider: 


"Regulation of and taxation on 


the ownership, manufacture, sale, 
distribution, storage, transportation 
and use of alcohol and alcoholic 
beverages, including the establish- 
ment of state stores for the sale, 
not for consumption on the prem- 
ises." 


The call restricts the legislature 


to using the profits from state liq- 
uor stores for unemployment relief, 
old age assistance and unemploy- 
ment insurance. 


How To Use Money 


It specifies that revenues from 


liquor taxes be used for any or all 
these purposes: 


Emergency aid to financially dis- 


tressed school districts. 


Erection or improvement of state 


buildings, other public works or re- 
payments of federal loans received 
for this purpose. 


Unemployment relief. 
Restoration of the work formerly 


done by the labor and industry de- 
partment bureau of industrial re- 
lations, largely in mediating strikes 
and labor disputes.

The big mystery a1 the campaign 
is the trend of the newly acquired

Spanish women al- 
j ways have been regarded as highly 
devout and several women’s organi­ 
zations have condemned the radical 
anti-church measures passed by the 
constitutional assembly. 
The constitution itself separates 
i church 
and state but the leftist 
element 
in the assembly 
passed 
measures 
sequestrating 
church 
j property, dissolving religious orders 
and taking education out of 
the 
hands of clericals. 
Revolution Fires Die 
I 
Other measures, such as drastic 
labor legislation, have been under 
! fire and conservative leaders have 
charged that the assembly exceeded 
j its authority in many instances. 
They assert that the constitu- 
; tional congress did not represent 
j the 
real 
opinion of the country. 
I They hold that it was only a re­ 
flection of tho drive of fiery revo- 
' lutanists intent on ousting Alfonso. 


Now after two and a half years. 
they predict that the pendulum of 
public thought will swing to a more 
moderate stroke. 
The socialists, with ll? deputies, 
had the largest faction in the con­ 
stitutional assembly but not even 
the most sanguine of their leaders 
predicts that number will be elect­ 
ed November 19. The party virtual- 
i ly was in 
power 
while 
Manuel 
' Azana was premier, but his cab- 
! inet fell under an 
avalanche 
of 
(rightist votes polled in April and 
j September municipal elections. 
The actual repel Mean parties in 
the defunct congress were headed 
j by Alejandro Lerroux’s radical re­ 
publican group of 97. This was sup- 
plmented by half a dozen mlnori- 
! ties of from I to 50 deputies each 
all of a liberal centrist stamp. 
Moderates lr. Alliance 
Lei roux replaced Azana in Sep­ 
tember but resigned a few weeks 
j later when he saw it was impos­ 
sib le for him to get anywhere with 
J the congress. 
He was succeeded by 
his chief aide, Diego Martinez Bar- 
Uios, who heads a coalition govern­ 
ment which dissolved the assem­ 
bly.
